Greenwich street police .station after 
being seized iu a luxurious apartment 
of the Halsworth. at West Knd ave 
nue and Ninety-second street, after a 
spectacular raid. Aided by detectives 
of this city federal officers arrested Ze 
laya as "an extradition prisoner of the 
government on the (h.irge of murder 
committed in Nicaragua "
